White House aide “Scooter” Libby faces trial. 
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Obama Jumps Into ’08 Race 


111. senator expected to make formal announcement Feb. 10 


WAS H I N GTO N I Sen. Barack Obama launched 
a presidential campaign Tuesday that would 
make him the first black to occupy the White 
House, and immediately tried to turn his 
political inexperience into an asset with 
voters seeking change. 

The freshman Illinois senator — atop con- 
tender for the Democratic nomination — said 
the past six years have left the country in a pre- 
carious place and he promoted himself as the 
standard-bearer for a new kind of politics. 

“Politics has become so bitter and parti- 


san, so gummed up by money and influence, 
that we can’t tackle the big problems that 
demand solutions,” Obama said in a video 
posted on his Web site. “And that’s what we 
have to change first.” 

Obama filed paperwork forming a presi- 
dential exploratory committee that allows him 
to raise money and put together a campaign 
structure. He is expected to announce a full- 
fledged candidacy on Feb. 10 in Springfield, 


111., where he can tout his 
experience in the state leg- 
islature and tap into the 
legacy of hometown hero 
Abraham Lincoln. 

Obama’s soft-spoken

tive race that also is expected to include front- 
runner Sen.

Frank Lautenberg and Trent 
Lott initiated a second attempt Tues- 
day to pass legislation that would 
set ambitious funding targets for 
Amtrak while also requiring the 
passenger railroad to become 
more efficient.

Obama Follows in Lincoln’s Footsteps 


Presidential bid set to 
begin in Springfield 
for young 111. senator 

WASHINGTON | For all those histo- 
rians and political naysayers. Sen. 
Barack Obama’s allies like to point 
out that Abraham Lincoln served 
just two years in the House before 
becoming president. 

It’s a comparison certain to be 
repeated as Obama, with slightly 
more than two years in the Senate, 
continues to align himself with the 
Civil War president. The senator’s 
expected campaign kickoff is sched- 
uled for Feb. 10 in Lincoln’s home- 
town of Springfield, 111. — where 
both men served in the state leg- 
islature. 

Obama filed paperwork for a 
presidential exploratory commit- 
tee Tuesday, which allows him to 
raise money and organize a cam- 
paign structure before his formal 
announcement.

Rodham Clinton of New York. 

His star has risen on the force 
of his personality and message of 
hope — helped along by celebrity 
endorsements from the likes of 
Oprah Winfrey, billionaire inves- 
tor Warren Buffett and actors Matt 
Damon and Edward Norton. 

The 45 -year- old has few accom- 
plishments on the national stage after 
serving little more than two years in 
the Senate. But at a time when many 
voters say they are unhappy with the 
direction of the country, a lack of 
experience in the nation’s capital 
may not be a liability. 

“The decisions that have been 
made in Washington these past six 
years, and the problems that have 
been ignored, have put our country 
in a precarious place,” Obama said.

Death Roll Climbs to 46

President: Saddam 
hanging looked like it 
was a revenge killing’ 

WAS H I N GTO N I President George W. 
Bush said Tuesday the unruly exe- 
cution of Saddam Hussein “looked 
like it was kind of a revenge killing” 
and will make it harder for him to 


convince a skeptical U.S. public that 
Iraq’s government will keep prom- 
ises central to Bush’s plan for an 
American troop increase. 

In his toughest assessment yet. 
Bush criticized the circumstanc- 
es of the former Iraqi president’s 
hanging last month, as well as 
Monday’s execution of two top 
aides, including Saddam’s half 


brother. 

“I was dis- 
appointed and 
felt like they 
fumbled the — 
particularly the 
Saddam Hus- 
sein execution,” 
the president 
said in an interview with public 


television’s Jim Lehrer. 

Bush said he had expressed his 
displeasure about the way Sad- 
dam’s execution was handled to 
Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki. 

“It basically says to people, 
‘Look, you conducted a trial and 
gave Saddam justice that he didn’t 
give to others. But then, when it 
came to execute him, it looked like 
it was kind of a revenge killing,”’ the 
president said.

WAS H I N GTO N I Two potential jurors 
who expressed negative views of 
Bush administration officials were 
dismissed on the opening day of the 
perjury trial of former White House 
aide “Scooter” Libby. 

The start of jury selection in the 
CIA leak case provided a potential- 
ly crucial victory for 1. Lewis Lib- 
by’s defense lawyers. They were 
allowed to ask potential jurors in 
detail about their opinions of the 
Bush administration, Vice President 
Dick Cheney, a group of high-profile 
reporters and whether the admin- 
istration had lied to push the coun- 
try into war with Iraq. 

The defense faces a key challenge 
in picking a jury for this highly polit- 
ical case in a city where registered 
Democrats outnumber Republicans 
more than 9-to-l. Cheney is expect- 
ed to be a defense witness.

SHEPHERDSVILLE, KY. | Several 
train cars carrying volatile chemi- 
cals derailed and exploded Tuesday 
south of Louisville, shutting down a 
nearby highway and forcing evacu- 
ations of homes, businesses and a 
school, authorities said. 

There were no immediate 
reports of injuries from the wreck 
that occurred about 8:45 a.m. EST, 
but the fumes caused several people 
to seek treatment at a local hospi- 
tal, authorities said.

After Surviving Flood, Noah Is Born 


La. woman gives birth 
to embryo endangered 
in Hurricane Katrina 

COVINGTON, LA. | Rescued from a 
great flood while he was just a frozen 
embryo in liquid nitrogen, a baby boy 
entered the world Tuesday and was 
named after the most famous flood 
survivor of them all, Noah. 

Noah Benton Markham — 
8 pounds, 6 ounces — was born 
to 32-year-old Rebekah Markham 
by Caesarean section after growing 
from an embryo that nearly defrost- 
ed in a sweltering hospital during the 
aftermath of Hurricane Katrina. 

“All babies are miracles. But 
we have some special miracles,” 
said Wanda Stogner, a cousin of 
Markham’s.

Orleans police ofhcer Glen Markham 
as the proud 42 -year-old father car- 
ried the tiny blanket-wrapped bundle 
topped by a pink-and-blue cap out of 
the operating room at St. Tammany 
Parish Hospital.

The Markhams had decided that 
if their baby was girl, she would be 
named Hannah Mae, with Hannah 
meaning “God has favored us.”

“That is the best name!” said

MARINETTE, WIS. I Awhitemanwas 
charged Tuesday with murdering 
a Hmong hunter in the woods in a 
slaying that rekindled racial ten- 
sions in Wisconsin and raised fears 
among Southeast Asian immigrants 
that the dead man was the victim 
of payback. 

James Nichols, 28, shot and 
stabbed Cha Vang, 30, whose body 
was found Jan. 6 in a wildlife refuge 
near Green Bay where both were 
hunting squirrels, authorities said. 

District Attorney Brent DeBord 
gave no motive for the killing. “I 
know there are many people in the 
Hmong community and the com- 
munity at large that are wondering if 
this is abate crime,” said Dick Camp- 
bell, spokesman for Vang’s widow.

Twin Car Bombs Kill 65 in Baghdad 


Blasts hit university; 
U.N. reports 34,000 
civilians killed in ’06 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Twin car bombs 
tore through a leading Baghdad 
university as students left classes 
Tuesday, killing at least 65 people 
in the deadliest single attack in 
nearly two months and marking a 
full-fledged resumption of sectar- 
ian violence. A total of 142 Iraqis 
were killed or found dead after two 
weeks of relative calm. 

The spasm of bloodshed — most 
of it the apparent work of Sunni mil- 
itants — coincided strikingly with 
a new U.N. report that said a stag- 
gering number of Iraqi civilians, 
34,452, were killed in sectarian 
violence in 2006 — nearly triple 
the number reported by the gov- 
ernment. 

The country’s Shiite-domi- 
nated leadership has routinely 
labeled the U.N. figures “inaccu- 
rate and exaggerated” but has not 
explained why. 

Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki 
blamed the attack at al-Mustansi- 
riya University on “terrorists and 
Saddamists” seeking revenge for 
Monday’s hanging of two of Sad- 
dam Hussein’s top aides, convict- 
ed with him for crimes against 
humanity in the killings of 148 
Shiites after a 1982 assassination 
attempt in Dujail. 

Tuesday’s slaughter hit mainly

Afghan Troop Tours May Lengthen 


U.S. commander says 
the Taliban maybe 
plotting new offensive 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I The top 
U.S. commander in Afghanistan 
said Tuesday he wants to extend 
the combat tours of 1,200 soldiers 
amid rising violence, and Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates said he was 
“strongly inclined” to recommend a 
troop increase to President Bush if 
commanders believe it is needed. 

Gates also said Pakistan must 
act to stem an increasing flow of 
Taliban fighters into Afghanistan 
as U.S. military officials cited new 
evidence that the Pakistani military, 
which has long-standing ties to the 
Taliban movement, has turned a 
blind eye to the incursions. 

The prospect of a troop increase 


in Afghanistan, at the same time 
Bush is ordering 21,500 more troops 
into Iraq, raises new questions about 
the military’s ability to sustain its 
war-fighting on two major fronts. 
There now are about 24,000 U.S. 
troops in Afghanistan, which Lt. 
Gen. Karl Eikenberry, the senior 
American commander here, said 
is the highest since the war began 
in October 2001. 

It also raises questions about the 
future course of the war in Afghan- 
istan, which the United States is 
increasingly handing off to NATO 
forces. Of the 31,000 troops here 
under NATO command, about 
11,000 are American. The U.S. has 
an additional 12,000 or 13,000 to 
hunt down al- Qaeda terrorists and 
to train the Afghan army. 

Eikenberry told reporters he has 
recommended to the Pentagon that

1,200 soldiers from the 2nd Battal- 
ion, 30th Infantry Regiment, 10th 
Mountain Division be ordered to 
stay through the end of the year. 

Eikenberry, who is due to leave 
his post on Jan. 21, said it appears 
the Taliban is readying a spring 
offensive to focus mainly in areas 
of southern Afghanistan, particu- 
larly in urban centers. 

On his second overseas trip 
since taking over at the Pentagon, 
Gates was briefed on the problem 
of cross-border incursions by the 
Taliban and their use of havens in 
Pakistan to direct growing numbers 
of attacks across the border. 

“The border area is a problem,” 
Gates told a news conference after 
meeting with President Hamid Kar- 
zai. “There are more attacks coming 
across the border, [and] there are 
al-Qaeda networks operating on the 
Pakistani side of the border. And 
these are issues that we clearly will 
have to pursue with the Pakistani

AMSTERDAM, NETHERLANDS I The 
CO -founders of the Internet tele- 
phone service Skype unveiled the 
name and details of their latest proj - 
ect Tuesday: a new Internet-based 
television service called Joost. 

Entrepreneurs Niklas Zenn- 
strom and Janus Friis, who sold 
Skype for $2.6 billion to eBay Inc.

FACE-LIFTSI Not long after surviv- 
ing the shoot-out at the O.K. Cor- 
ral, gunslinger Wyatt Earp moved 
from Tombstone, Ariz., to San 
Diego’s Stingaree district, which in 
the 1880s was full of saloons and 
brothels. A century later, the down- 
town neighborhood — redubbed the 
Gaslamp Quarter — had become a 
different sort of Wild West, noto- 
rious for topless bars, boarded-up 
buildings and high crime levels. 

But in 1980, with much of its 
Victorian architecture still intact, 
the 16 -block area was added to the 
National Register of Historic Plac- 
es. After two subsequent decades 
of gentrification, including three 
major developments nearby — Hor- 
ton Plaza, an outdoor mall; the con- 
vention center; and Petco Park, the 
Padres’ stadium — downtown is now 
one of San Diego’s biggest draws, 
right up there with SeaWorld. 

Croce’s, the restaurant and 
jazz club Ingrid Croce opened in 
1985 as a tribute to her late hus- 
band, singer- songwriter Jim, has 
become something of a landmark on 
the Gaslamp’s main drag. Fifth Ave- 
nue. “We basically had no competi- 
tion when we opened,” says Croce. 
“Now there are dozens and dozens 
of places to eat and hang out.” 

Throngs descend on the area 
each evening, prompting a recent 
shift upscale, with cigar bars, velvet 
ropes and chic hotels popping up. 
The Keating, a 35 -room boutique inn 
designed by Pininfarina, the company 


responsible for Ferraris and Masera- 
tis, opened in December in the 116- 
year-old Romanesque Revival build- 
ing above Croce’s. Construction on the 
Hard Rock Hotel, at the southern end 
of the Gaslamp, should be completed 
by summer. And in 2008, a Marriott 
Renaissance hotel will be bruit on Fifth 
Avenue’s lone parking lot. 

Since 2000, San Diego’s down- 


town population has grown from 
17,000 to 30,000, and that fig- 
ure is expected to jump as high 
as 90,000 within 25 years. People 
are no doubt drawn by the idea of 
getting the best of both worlds — 
wearing a hot new outfit on Friday 
night, and then shorts and flip- 
flops to the beach the next morning.

dows, cloth seats and all-but- crys- 
tal-set radio, and by the second day 
you discover, lo, you can get along 
quite fine with your miserable little 
scrap of a car.

The engine of my Honda shuts off 
while I drive it. The repair shop 
replaced the distributor housing 
and igniter, but my car is still shut- 
ting off. What is the problem? 
Ouch! Not a good situation. Stall- 
ing Hondas are frequently in need 
of a new main relay. When a stalling 
Honda comes to my shop, my tech- 
nicians check the relay before per- 
forming any other tests or repairs. 
It is immensely common. 

How much money is a new main 
relay and/or ignition switch? 

Relay should be less than $100; 
ignition switch, less than $200. 

When I accelerate, my car will hesi- 
tate between 2,000 to 3,000 rpms. 
A mechanic said the fuel pres- 
sure was a bit low. The injectors 
and fuel filter have been replaced. 
Do you have any other ideas what 
could be the problem? 

Disconnect the hose to the EGR 
valve, plug the end of the hose — a 
golf tee works very well — and drive 
the car. If the problem is gone, go to 


the parts store, buy a vacuum delay 
valve and install it in the middle of 
the EGR vacuum hose. 

My engine stumbles when it is car- 
rying a load and appears to back- 
fire through the intake. 

Check for vacuum leaks and lean 
fuel mixture, often caused by a faulty 
coolant temperature sensor.

When I turn on the air condition- 
er, it blows out a really musty/ 
moldy/mildewy smell. My wife 
said it smelled like cat pee! What 
is it? How do I get it out and pre- 
vent it from happening in my 
other cars? 

Likely, it’s mold and mildew 
growing in the AC duct work. You 
need an AC vent- cleaning ser- 
vice, such as BG Frigi Clean.

Arenas Thrives in Pressure Cooker 


Star guard likes having 
the ball in his hands for 
the game-winning shot 

WIZARDS I The game’s tied, 11 sec- 
onds left, the Washington Wiz- 
ards call timeout, and Gilbert Are- 
nas looks at his teammates in the 
huddle. He delivers a simple mes- 
sage: “I don’t do overtime.” 

He does, however, do drama. 

Plenty of NBA players hit the 
occasional buzzer-beater, the type 
of shot that provides momentum at 
the end of a quarter or victory at the 
end of a game. Arenas is making it 
a regular occurrence this season, 
with 11 buckets in the final 3 sec- 
onds of a period or game.

“We just didn’t seem to have 
much of answer for him,” Jazz coach 
Jerry Sloan said. “He has a little bit 
of everything you want in a player. 


plus he has the ability to make it 
when it’s on the line. That’s what 
makes him a great player.” 

Arenas — who likes to come up 
with odd things to shout when shoot- 
ing, such as “hibachi! ” when he’s feel- 
ing as hot as a grill — is No. 2 in the 
NBA in scoring average at 30.2 points 
and tied for 13th in assists at 6.3. 

Already a two-time All-Star, Are- 
nas — currentlythird in All-Star vot- 
ing behind Dwyane Wade and Vince 
Carter — is more concerned with 
taking his team deep into the play- 
offs. He’s had success under pressure 
in that environment — a game-end- 
ing basket against the Bulls in 2005, 
for example — and a setback, too 
— missing two free throws against 
the Cavaliers last season. 

If a game’s tight in the closing 
seconds, and Washington has pos- 
session, there’s a good chance Are- 
nas will have the ball. 

“Hopefully, we don’t put our- 
selves in that position anymore. 
But if we do,” Jamison said, “I like 
our odds.”

Lindsey is the first

REDSKINS I Joe Gibbs’ worst sea- 
son as a head coach claimed its 
first casualty Tuesday when the 
Washington Redskins fired line- 
backers coach Dale Lindsey. 

Gibbs, who values loyalty and 
is reluctant to part with any of his 
assistants, decided to let Lindsey 
go after a 5-11 season in which the 
linebackers played poorly. 

“We appreciate the work and 
effort Dale has given the organi- 
zation over the past three seasons, 
but we have decided to move in a 
different direction with our line- 
backers,” Gibbs said. 

Lindsey’s blunt mannerisms 
often seemed to clash with Gibbs’ 
preferred coaching style. Lindsey 
had no problem singling out indi- 
vidual players for criticism and had 
a running feud with three -time Pro 
Bowl linebacker LaVar Arrington, 


who eventually bought his way out 
of his contract and later signed with 
the New York Giants. 

Lindsey’s demeanor was fine 
as long as the defense was playing 
well, but this season the Redskins 
ranked 31st out of 32 teams in yards 
allowed. Lindsey’s unit shouldered 


much of the blame. Middle lineback- 
er Lemar Marshall regressed, and 
second-round draft pick Rocky 
McIntosh languished on the bench 
most of the season despite anoth- 
er uninspiring season from weak- 
side starter Warrick Holdman.

Ricky Gervais of The 
Office’ gives ‘Extras’ 
credit in HBO series 

MOCKUMENTARY MASTER I Ricky 
Gervais leveraged a not terribly 
promising background as philos- 
ophy geek, rock musician, talent 
booker, fringe radio host and TV 
gadabout into comic heights six 
years ago. With his partner Ste- 


phen Merchant, Gervais hatched 
“The Office,” a workplace “mock- 
umentary” that became the most 
popular sitcom in British TV history 
before spawning NBC’s Yank edi- 
tion, which features Steve Carell as 
the terminally embarrassing office 
manager played by Gervais in the 
British original. 

Along the way, Gervais, now 45, 
has followed his comic bliss with 
other projects, including a role in the 


new Ben Stiller film “Night at the 
Museum,” several stand-up tours, 
and even an ongoing series of much- 
downloaded podcasts cleverly titled 
“The Ricky Gervais Show.” 

“Extras,” which returned on Sun- 
day for a second season on HBO, is 
his latest effort for TV. Merchant is 
on board as both co-writer and as 
the wild- eyed, grinning nincom- 
poop agent for Gervais’ character, 
Andy Millman. 


During the first season, Andy was 
stranded in show-biz obscurity as 
a film extra, his workdays spent on 
London shoots helping fill the frame 
with his unnoted presence. 

Now, in the new cycle of six epi- 
sodes, Andy is flirting with actual 
success with his new sitcom, “When 
the Whistle Blows” — yet is still feel- 
ing marginal. Even scoring with 
“When the Whistle Blows,” Andy 
is doomed to be scared, unfulfilled 
and looked down on. 

This is wickedly borne out when 
Andy and his makeshift entourage 
crash a chic London bar: Another 
patron, pop superstar David Bowie, 
takes him down a few rungs with an 
impromptu musical rebuke. 

“Pathetic little fat man! ” croons 
Bowie for the whole room to hear. 
“He sold his soul for a shot at fame ! / 
Catchphrase and wig, and the jokes 
are lame.” 

Mind you, in the real world Ger- 
vais isn’t fat, just endowed with a 
relatable, doughy physique. Also: 
Glamorous people like David Bowie 
clamor to work with him. (Orlando 
Bloom, Daniel “Harry Potter” Rad- 
cliffe, Ian McKellen and Robert De 
Niro pop up as themselves on this 
season’s “Extras.”) 

Now blessed with stardom, 
critical acclaim and coolness cred 
— he’s a guy Andy would love to 
hang with — Gervais insists that 
he never sought fame, nor does he 
embrace it now. 

“I live a very, very normal life,” 
he says. “I walk to work. I walk back 
from work. I’m at home at 6 o’clock, 
in my pajamas watching television.”

The Finnish folk-pop 
group Varttina visits 
from Middle-earth 

HOBBIT ROCK | Finland may seem 
like a long way away from the mysti- 
cal world of Middle-earth, the land 
created by J.R.R. Tolkien in “The 
Lord of the Rings,” but the country’s 
folk music apparently sounds just 
like the sort of jams Frodo and Co. 
would shake a hairy toe to — at least 
the way Varttina plays it. 

The 23 -year- old band, led by 
singers Susan Aho, Mari Kaas- 
inen and Johanna Virtanen and 
bouzouki player and saxophonist 
Janne Lappalainen, was pegged to 
contribute to the soundtrack to the 


stage version of “The Lord of the 
Rings,” which debuted in Toronto 
last year and is slated for Broad- 
way in 2007. 

“A couple of producers from the 
show were looking for interest- 
ing sounds, and they were going 
through a big stack of world music 
records, and, just by chance, they 
came up with our Tlmatar’ album, 
and they felt it would be ideal for the 
show,” said Lappalainen by phone 
from Finland. 

Varttina was composing music 
for “Rings” as it was recording its 
new CD, “Micro,” the group’s first for 
Peter Gabriel’s Real World label, and 
Tolkien’s world affected the sound 
of the nine -piece band. 

“The original idea was to make a 


kind of darker, more sinister record 
than the records we had done,” Lap- 
palainen said. “We had done such 


happy, up-tempo music, and we 
wanted to do something different 
from that, mostly lyrically.” 


The band got its start and made 
its name by reviving Finnish folk 
songs, but over the past few years 
Varttina has moved away from tra- 
ditional music. “Micro” features 13 
original songs, and while the music 
is still built around luminous Finno- 
Urgic female singing traditions, 
Varttina’s string instrument and 
accordion-based songs incorpo- 
rate a wide range of influences, 
from jazz to rock to classical. 

“The band has existed for such a 
long time that it needs to evolve, it 
needs to go forward,” Lappalainen 
said. “We need to keep creating new 
things, and it feels like a very natu- 
ral thing to start composing origi- 
nal music for the band. It makes the 
music more personal when you’re 
playing your own tunes rather 
than singing the traditional stuff”

Artist’s materials 
come from the tallest 
mountain on Earth 

Thousands of adventurers have been 
drawn to Mount Everest by the chal- 
lenge of climbing to the top of the 
world. Jeff Clapp was drawn by the 
trash they leave behind. 

Inspired by a documentary about 
Everest’s rubbish, Clapp traveled to 
Nepal and brought a load of discard- 
ed oxygen bottles back in 2004. 

He has created a business of 
transforming those banged-up, 
aluminum containers into gleam- 
ing bells, bowls and ornaments 
with a goal of inspiring people to 
do more to clean up the environ- 
ment in their own small ways, just 
as he has. What began as a “mad- 
cap idea” is now called Bells from 
Everest. Clapp has sold 35 bells and 
bowls so far. 

The trashing of Everest began 
even before Sir Edmund Hillary 
and Sherpa Tenzing Norgay first 
scaled the world’s tallest mountain 
in 1953 . Hillary acknowledged leav- 
ing behind oxygen bottles, food con- 
tainers and torn tents. 

Like Hillary, virtually all hikers

rely on oxygen because the air at 
Everest’s summit has only one -third 
of the oxygen found at sea level. Over 
the years, hundreds of bottles piled 
up along with discarded climbing 
gear and other trash. 

Efforts to clean up the 29,035- 
foot mountain include a successful 
bounty program for oxygen bottles 
left behind. The Nepalese govern- 
ment now requires expeditions to 
pay deposits that are forfeited if 
rubbish is left behind. 

Clapp, an artist, chef and con- 
cerned father, was inspired to go 
to Nepal by a National Geographic 
documentary about trash on Ever- 
est, which some called “the world’s 
highest junkyard.” He obtained 132 
cylinders from the Nepal Mountain- 
eering Association for $7,000. It 
cost nearly that much to ship them 
back to Maine. 

Back at home in Brunswick, he

are put in glass balls to become $15 
Christmas ornaments that Clapp 
originally created as gifts for fam- 
ily members. They’re sold at several 
locations, including the gift shop 
at Walt Disney World’s Expedition 
Everest roller coaster, he said. 

Clapp, 48, said buyers like get- 
ting a unique piece of artwork and 
knowing that they’re helping the 
environment at the same time. 
“They see the added value of pur- 
chasing a gift item that has social 
responsibility,” he said. 

When his supply of oxygen cyl- 
inders runs out, Clapp doesn’t plan 
to retrieve any more of them. By 
the time he uses them up in a few 
years, he’d like to return to Nepal to 
show locals how to create the bells 



works on the canisters in a base- 
ment workshop where the floor 
is littered with piles of aluminum 
shavings. 

The hardest part, he said, is 
stripping away the yellow fiber- 
glass shell to expose the dark- 
ened, oxidized aluminum under- 


neath. He then uses hand tools to 
shape the bottles as they spin on a 
wood-turning lathe. 

Eventually, they’re buffed to a 
shiny silver color. Prices range from 
$ 1,600 to $3,000 for bells, and 
$500 to $1,500 for the bowls. 

Little goes to waste. The shavings 


to make money for themselves. 

“My ultimate goal of returning 
this project to Nepal is very excit- 
ing to me,” he said. “When I first 
visualized creating this artwork, I 
was driven with the concept that it 
would be a benefit to others, specifi-

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Stargazing Goes Cyber 


Science 


Cyberspace opens 
outer space for some 
amateur astronomers 

Amateur astronomer William 
Bianco doesn’t huddle over a back- 
yard telescope to hunt for undis- 
covered planets. He logs onto his 
computer. 

Bianco, who was mesmerized 
by the intricacies of the universe 
as a young boy, is part of a grow- 
ing online community that sifts 
through mountains of data collected 
by professional scientists in search 
of other worlds. While Bianco has 
yet to make a landmark discovery, 
he savors the rush of teetering on 
the cutting edge of research. 

Never before have amateur 
astronomers had so much unfet- 
tered access to celestial data once 
available only to scientists with 
huge telescopes. In the latest 
frontier of astronomy, profession- 
als are increasingly enlisting the aid

of novices with personal computers 
to help pore through images and 
data — all in pursuit of the next 
great breakthrough. 

“We’re in the golden age of 
astronomy,” said Bianco, who keeps 
his day job as a political science pro- 
fessor at Indiana University. 

Thanks to technology, novices 
are effectively turning from lone- 
ly sky watchers to research assis- 
tants. Even before the rise of virtual 
astronomy, amateurs did everything 
from tracking asteroids to detect- 
ing supernova explosions to eyeing 
new comets. 

In 1995, neophyte stargazer 
Thomas Bopp gained fame for co- 


discovering what would be known 
as Comet Hale-Bopp. Two years ago, 
in what was billed as the first such 
find by an amateur in 65 years. Jay 
McNeil of Kentucky took a picture 
of a new nebula — an illuminated 
cloud of gas and dust lit by what is 
believed to be a newborn star. 

Since the late 1990s, virtual 
astronomy has boomed. One of the 
earliest online citizen scientist proj- 


ects was SETI@home, which distrib- 
uted software that created a virtual 
supercomputer by harnessing idle, 
Web -connected PCs to search for 
alien radio transmissions. 

While the SETI project hums in 
the background as a screen saver, 
the newer efforts require more 
human thought. 

Bianco belongs to an Internet 
project called Systemic, which 



boasts 750 amateur planet hunt- 
ers. Astronomers have already dis- 
covered more than 200 planets in 
far-off solar systems using tradi- 
tional methods, yet there are likely 
more out there. 

Before Internet-based astrono- 
my, it took a long time for novices 
to report their discoveries. High- 
speed, always-on Internet access 
has blurred the line between the 
professionals and amateurs, said 
Terry Mann, president of the Astro- 
nomical League, made up of more 
than 240 U.S. amateur astronomy 
clubs. 

Last year, Mann signed up 
to analyze a repository of online 
images of the first-ever microscopic 
grains of star dust brought back to 
Earth by a NASA spacecraft. 

The work is painstaking. Mann 
and her fellow 25,000 volunteers eye 
hundreds of thousands of digital 
images in search of minuscule car- 
rot-shaped trails left by the capture 
of star dust, believed to be the left- 
overs from stellar explosions. 

Mann has submitted 40 possible 
examples of star dust in the images. If 
correct, amateurs can get their names 
published in scientific papers writ- 
ten by researchers at the University of 
California, Berkeley, which manages 
the Stardust@home project. 

“Amateurs can do real science. 
We can actually help,” Mann said.

Skin Sense 

Dermatologist DR. RACHEL HERSCH- 
ENFELD was online Tuesday to discuss 
skin care, which she writes about in her 
monthly column, ‘‘Skin Sense,” as seen 
on washingtonpost.com. 

My skin is covered in blackheads 
throughout my nose, chin and fore- 
head. I have been using Murad prod- 
ucts that include salicylic and glycol- 
ic acids and retinol for more than six 
months, and while there’s been some 
improvement, it’s far from ideal. 

What other options do I have? 
Salicylic acid and glycolic acid will 
help blackheads, but you should also 
try something in the Retin-A fam- 
ily. These medications are truly the 
most effective ones for blackheads, 
or comedones, as they are officially 
known. Also, a gentle extraction by 
your dermatologist or a well-trained 
aesthetician can be very helpful. 

I am 34 and nine weeks’ pregnant. I 
am looking for a new skin care rou- 
tine that will be easy to follow and 
safe during pregnancy. I have com- 


bination skin — still break out occa- 
sionally in my chin area but it’s dry 
and I’m getting lines elsewhere. 

I always recommend that people 
minimize their regimens during 
pregnancy. Choose a gentle cleans- 
er (like Cetaphil or Cerave) and use 
sunscreen. If you feel the need to 
exfoliate, try a gentle glycolic acid 
cleanse such as AquaGlycolic. 

I’m African-American and have 
acne scars. How effective and cost- 
ly would a laser treatment be to 
reduce acne scarring? 

Acne scarring is a difficult problem, 
but you do have options. The ideal 
treatment depends on the type of 
scar, but, in general, lasers will help 
to smooth out scarring but not get 
rid of it completely. Usually, a series 
of treatments (from three to six) is 
necessary, and each treatment may 
cost $300 to $500. 

I get a horrible windburn on my face 
when golfing in the winter. Is there 
anything that can prevent it? 

Exposure to wind and to sun can 
produce additive damage to the 
skin, so I would recommend using 
a good moisturizer with sunscreen 
in it even in the winter.

“He spoke with me for over 
an hour, telling me all about his 
internship, how he got it, what 
the interview was like, and giv- 
ing me tips,” said Rice. “Using his 
name and his contact information, 
I was able to get an interview, and 
got hired for a fall 2005 intern- 
ship in public relations with the 
Orioles.” 

According to college recruiter 
.com, a Web site offering career 
information, job listings and 


employment information, more 
than 80 percent of job seekers get a 
new gig through personal network- 
ing rather than by answering clas- 
sified ads. But how do you start to 
network with graduates from your 
alma mater? 

“The single most important 
thing you can do is maintain cur- 
rent contact information with the 
alumni office,” said Chris Clark- 
Talley, associate vice president for 
alumni affairs at George Mason 
University. “Most alumni offices 


have so much to offer recent grad- 
uates. But if we can’t find them, we 
can’t let them know what resources 
are available.” 

Talley said using the Internet is 
also key. “The best source of infor- 
mation is an alumni Web site. That 
virtual office is the best place to find 
out what the alumni organization 
has to offer.” 

Offline, keep expectations in 
check. A single alumni contact can 
only give you so much help.

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weeknight class schedules for working 
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“Be respectful of how much [an 
alum] can do for you and what they 
can offer,” said Talley. “If they can 
have a cup of coffee and tell you how 
they got where they are, that’s great. 
To think they’re going to open up 
their portfolio of job opportuni- 
ties and see what’s right for you is 
unrealistic.” 

And don’t wait for the phone to 
ring. “You may need to make [sev- 
eral] phone calls or send more than 
one e-mail,” said Talley. “And don’t 
be disappointed if your efforts don’t 
yield a job right off that bat. You’re 
still gaining important contacts and 
job information.” 

Howard University started its 
Alumni-to-Alumni Mentoring 
Program this fall. Ten “senior” 
alumni (that means they’re at least 
five years out of school and have 
solid career experience) current- 
ly mentor roughly the same num- 
ber of “junior” alums, aka recent 
grads. 

“Just because you have a degree 
doesn’t mean you have the tools 
to be successful,” said Valerie 
Maholmes, vice president of the 
Howard University Alumni Club 
of Washington, D.C. “It’s who you 
know and who knows you.” 

Maholmes said mentoring

lasts long after graduates make 
the transition from backpacks to 
paychecks. “Once you get a job, you 
still need a mentor,” she said. “We 
wanted alumni to have someone 
to talk to about the ins and outs 
of a job [and] the various stages 
of the career ladder so they can 
be successful and accomplish 
their goals.” 

But sometimes you know the 
right people even before you gradu- 
ate. Herndon resident Gloria Neeld 
graduated from the main cam- 
pus of Marymount University 
in Arlington in December 2005. 
One of her adjunct professors also 
worked for the state’s attorney 
office for Prince George County. 
The instructor mentored Neeld, 
filling her in about the field of 
victim’s services in domestic vio- 
lence. 

“It was one of my favorite class- 
es, and it increased my interest in 
that field,” the 24 -year- old Neeld 
said. That interest inspired her 
to work with the coordinator of 
forensic psychological experienc- 
es at Marymount, who, in turn, 
gave Neeld a heads-up when the 
coordinator’s own position became 
available. 

Neeld now has the opportuni- 
ty to help her fellow alumni. Her 
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Smart 
Networidng 
Pays Off 

As with most things worth doing, 
there are a few guidelines to fol- 
low when rubbing elbows with fel- 
low grads of State College or Ivy 
University for a job. Here, experts 
offer insights: 

Know your stuff. 

“Keep up with current events in the 
field, newspaper, professional orga- 
nizations; be aware of what’s going 
on in their field,” said Karen Bune, an 
adjunct professor at Marymount and 
George Mason universities. “If you go 
into an informational interview and 
you don’t know anything about the 
subject matter, it’s not impressive to 
the person you’re talking to.” 


Start small. 

“Be as broad [and] well-rounded 
as possible,” Bune said. “Volunteer 
in the area you want to go into. 
Be willing to work for free. That 
gives you a feel for whether you 
want to go into that [and gives 
the] employer an opportunity to 
see whether you fit into the organi- 
zation.” This saves you —and your 
employer — the time and expense 
of interviewing, and you might just 
find your dream job would have 
been a nightmare. 

Give back. 

“Be willing to be a mentor your- 
self,” said Valerie Maholmes, vice 
president of the Howard University 
Alumni Club of Washington, 
D.C. She said it’s never too late 
to become a resource for those 
just matriculating. “Wherever 
you find yourself, be willing to go 
back and help your undergradu- 
ate peers navigate and negotiate 
the system.” l.t. 


position requires that she com- 
municate with local law enforce- 
ment agencies and other criminal 
justice entities regarding available 
jobs and internships. Neeld pass- 
es that information on to other 
Marymount graduates. 

“If someone stays in touch with 
me, they become aware of posi- 
tions they wouldn’t have known 
about otherwise.” Neeld’s job may 
also present future career oppor- 
tunities for her. “I’ve learned this 
through my position: There are 
jobs and internships available that 
I find out about that I might not 
have ever thought of,” she said. 

Karen Bune, a professor of 
Neeld’s at Marymount, assist- 
ed her with her career interests. 
As a graduate with two degrees 
from American University, Bune 
worked at the school’s career cen- 
ter and made plenty of her own 
contacts. 

Bune networked intensely to 
find her own job. “I reached out 
to people at the university and in 
my field,” she said. “The more peo- 
ple you know and the more who 
know you and your competency 
... it gives you a much greater 
advantage in a very competitive 
market.” 

Bune’s in a position to help 
her students find job opportuni- 
ties and said it’s never too early to 
start schmoozing with people in 


your alumni office. “If someone 
impresses me with their knowl- 
edge, I can keep it in mind for 
future openings,” she said. 

Networking doesn’t only apply 
to recent college grads. Talley 
said even career veterans can 
benefit from a bit of hobnobbing 
with other grads of their alma 
maters. Don’t think the magic 
happens only in career centers or 
at job fairs. Maholmes said infor- 
mal networking, like social hours 
and other alumni functions hosted 
by the school, is often where the 
best contacts are made. 

“If you have a particular inter- 
est in a field, attend a function 
where others with that same 
interest are likely to be. You’ll 
meet people who share your pas- 
sion, and that can open doors,” 
she said. 

The doors have opened wide 
for Rice. He’s barely bringing in 
minimum wage and his future is 
still very uncertain, but he says he’s 
thrilled with his situation — and 
chalks it all up to networking. 

“I got my foot in the door and 
am doing work I love, all because 
a friend of a friend of a friend was 
willing to help me out,” he said. 
“How far people who barely knew 
me were willing to go to help me 
in my job search blew me away. It 
made me love my college commu-

business.” Those courses “exposed 
me to the big-picture managerial 
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work one day and thinking: 
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Jennifer Spafford, M.A. ’02 
Counselor, Broad Run High School 
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elements: corporate IT security, 
data management and warehous- 
ing, best practices,” Murphy said. 
“It seemed to be a program where 
I could learn the most about the 
field without having to take pre- 
requisites.” 

His new Capitol College informa- 
tion-systems graduate certificate — 
plus the writing and speaking skills 
he’d honed in sales — qualified him 
for a job with Fieldston Company, 
a D.C. consulting firm. “Certainly, 
these days you need more training,” 
he said. But “once I was there a cou- 
ple of years and proved my value,” 
the company paid for a few evening 
courses for Microsoft certification 
through New Horizons, a nation- 
al technical training chain with

sites in downtown D.C., McLean 
and Baltimore. 

Fieldston Company went 
through a buyout. At the height 
of the tech boom, Murphy’s boss, 
IT manager Brian Scott, did what 
thousands of other young workers 
were doing: He started his own 
company, Virginia-based Metro 
Networks. Six months later, when 




Murphy’s career path — like these computer cables — took a few twists and turns, 


a second buyout was rumored and 
office stress was high, Murphy quit 
to join him. 

Metro Networks does LAN/ 
WAN network administration, 
server and workstation setup and 
support for small- and medium- 
sized businesses from Herndon to 
Annapolis to Ellicott City. He found 
the work exciting at first, Murphy 
said, but by fall 2001, he was burned 
out and looking to escape the long, 
unpaid hours that come with a start- 
up: “accounting, marketing, sales, 
collections — ugh.” Murphy jumped 
at the chance to visit Greece, where 
he had relatives and the opportu- 
nity for dual citizenship. Kicking 
off his planned sabbatical of a year,

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he took Greek classes and updated 
his Microsoft certification. 

That year became nearly four 
when Murphy won a job with 
PC Systems, a subcontractor for 
Arlington’s SAIC — which was set- 
ting up and coordinating security for 
the 2004 Summer Olympic Games 
in Athens. PC Systems’ work includ- 
ed installing video walls and deploy- 
ing related computer equipment to 
more than 170 Olympic venues. 

As a project manager, Murphy 
might oversee installations at a port 
where cruise ships doubled as float- 
ing hotels — or argue with Greek 
authorities over sending equipment 
to a site that didn’t yet have electric- 
ity. “Almost everything was deliv- 
ered at the last minute,” he said. 
“Coordination was a nightmare.” 
Because all documentation had 


to be in two languages, being the 
only native English speaker on staff 
made him the go-between for SAIC 
and other subcontractors. 

“It was a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to be part of an event 
like that from the inside,” he said. 
“Also, as a resident of another coun- 
try, I gained a foreigner’s perspective 
of the U.S. and its role and influ- 
ence in the world, especially after 
9/11 and into the Iraq wars.” Work 
demands allowed him to catch 
only one athletic event — a base- 
ball game — but “that was totally 
fun. The spectators didn’t under- 
stand baseball, so I was explaining 
it to everyone nearby.” 

Once the post- Olympics techni- 
cal work was over, Murphy briefly 
handled other European contracts. 
But the company’s bids to work on 
the 2006 World Cup in Germany

and the 2008 Olympics in Italy were 
turned down. So Murphy contact- 
ed his old business partner about 
rejoining Metro Networks. He 
returned to the United States in 
2005 and plunged into working 
with the now-flourishing firm, 
which has dozens of clients around 
the greater Washington area. 

“I’m glad to be back on the tech- 
nical side and taking a break from 
project management,” he said. “I still 
get to interact with people as I did 
in sales, so it has some of the same 
social aspects. And my schedule is 
a bit flexible.” 

Murphy plans to keep up his edu- 
cation and certifications — “you have 
to in this industry.” And he harbors 
dreams of starting a “business with 
ties to Greece so I can live a two- 
country life. I want to enjoy the best 
of both worlds.” ellen ryan

A new book helps 
choose ideal careers 
by personality ‘color’ 

Anyone who’s ever laughed at 
Dilbert or cringed during “The 
Office” knows that many people 
seem stuck in jobs that fit as poor- 
ly as a Men’s Wearhouse suit. Are 
these people lazy or dumb? Nah, 
they’ve just fallen into careers that 
don’t suit their personalities, claims 
career coach Shoya Zichy’s new 
book, “Career Match: Connecting 


Who You Are with What You’ll Love 
to Do” ($15, AMACOM Books, writ- 
ten with Ann Bidou). 

Using Zichy’s easy-to-use per- 
sonality assessment system (a 
10 -minute either-or quiz), wannabe 
path switchers classify themselves 
as one of four colors (e.g., creative, 
team-working Greens, adventur- 
ous, risk-taking Reds) and two 
socialization types (introvert or 
extrovert). The fun-to-use tome 
simplifies Myers-Briggs meth- 
odology, giving career changers

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or hunters new insights on how 
they might do something both 
more fulfilling and better suited 
to their personalities and skills.

Forget about determining the color 
of your parachute when seeking a 
new field. If you really want to get 
to the corner office, you’ll need to 
figure out which field fits your per- 
sonality, according to ShoyaZichy’s 
book “Career Match: Connecting 
Who You Are with What You’ll 
Love to Do” ($15, AMACOM 
Books, written with Ann Bidou). 
Here’s our cheat sheet for deter- 
mining where you fall in this career 
color wheel. 

Do you mentor others well? Do 
you love to communicate with color- 
ful words or graphics? Do you enjoy 


teamwork? You might be a Green. 
Good positions for you include 
guidance counselor, art director, 
pediatrician and public relations 
person. 

Does the external world — cars, 
architecture, tools — appeal to you? 
Is your desk covered with piles of 
papers? Do you yearn for adven- 
ture? You’re probably a Red, and 
might seek work as a stockbroker, 
computer engineer, air traffic con- 
trol or FBI agent. 

Are you witty, curious, competi- 
tive and obsessed with the future? 
It’s likely that you’re a Blue, and 
would thrive in fields like politics, 
urban planning, aerospace engi- 
neering and cultural criticism. 

You’re organized, responsible and 
linear-thinking, and like to be rec- 
ognized for your accomplishments. 
These things probably make you a 
Gold, and ideally suited to a gig as 
an actuary, a plumber, a geologist 
or an IRS agent, j.b. 


And then you have the Greens, 
who are humanistic, persuasive and 
creative. Examples would be Diane 
Sawyer or Oprah Winfrey. 

So can any of these types be entre- 
preneurs, or just the sort of bossy 
types like Reds or Golds? 

Well, every type has a different 
entrepreneurial style. But if they 
have a mix of personality types in 
their business, it brings everything 
to the table and they’ll probably do 
better. The problem is, it’s easier to 
clone yourself when you hire. But 
it’s very important to have differ- 
ent points of view on a team, even 
when they are irritating. 

It seems that for some of these 
personality types, there were 
entire career fields that weren’t 
mentioned as good career choic- 
es. For instance, I’m a Green, and 
there’s nothing in the book that 
suggests I should be a banker. 


You could probably do it well, 
but you’ll get burnt out faster.

An onslaught of fresh 
faces means plenty 
of new opportunities 

Caitlin Williams spent December 
working the phones, asking 
Washington friends if she could 
sleep on their couches while she 
looks for a job on Capitol Hill. So 
far she’s lined up three couches, a 
couple of interviews and one tem- 
porary job. 

Like thousands of other job seek- 
ers, Williams sees this winter as her 
big chance. The shift in power that 
recently took place when the 110th 
Congress was sworn in is bringing 
an unusual number of freshmen to 
the Hill, and all of them will have 
to establish offices. 

So they’ll be hiring. In the House, 
with 55 new members, the typical 
member’s office has about 15 full- 
and part-time people on staff In 
the Senate, with 10 new members, 
a typical office has 30 to 35 staffers. 
That’s about 1,100 potential jobs. 
Many new members will bring a 
few employees with them from 
their campaigns or home offices, 
but most will have to hire at least 
some staff when they arrive. 

There are hundreds more posi- 
tions opening on the staffs of more 
than 200 soon-to-be-revamped 
committees and subcommittees. 
Almost all the committee jobs, and 
the upper positions of the members’ 
office staffs, will go to people with 
significant experience in politics 
or government. But there are still 
plenty of openings for assistants, 
researchers, clerks, receptionists 
and other entry-level jobs, usually 
involving long hours and low pay. 

And Williams — at 22, already a 
veteran of two Hill internships and 
a campaign — is ready to couch-surf 
until she gets one of those jobs. 

“People are rolling off cam- 
paigns, coming to Washington 
with a passion,” said Chris Jones, 
founder of PoliTemps, a placement 
company. “Or they are graduating 
and waiting to work on the Hill.” 

“This is a very busy time, and 
there are also a great deal of open- 
ings, many more than there typi- 
cally are,” said Rick Shapiro, the 


outgoing executive director of 
the Congressional Management 
Foundation, a nonpartisan, non- 
profit organization that provides 
research and other assistance to 
congressional offices. 

“When you have someone who is 
a new Democratic committee mem- 
ber, they will send a chief of staff 
or legislative director to their new 
committee,” he said. “Then they’re 
going to promote someone from their 
personal office to be the legislative 
director. That creates another open- 
ing for a legislative aide, who gets 
promoted from legislative corre- 
spondent. So one hiring could lead 
to four or five positions.” 

What awaits the job seekers? 
Legwork. Paperwork. Dead ends. 
Rumors — like the one about 1,000 
applications for one unpaid intern- 


ship on the staff of Sen. Barack 
Obama, D-Ill. And probably a few 
applications to restaurants and bars, 
so they can pay a little something 
for that couch- surfing. 

Robert Primus, chief of staff for 
Rep. Michael Capuano, D-Mass., 
said he’s received at least 100 unso- 
licited resumes for job openings that 
don’t exist. He understands the 
plight of Hill job seekers as well 
as anyone: In 1991, as a student at 
Hampton University, he started his 
Hill career by walking into the office 
of Sen. Frank Lautenberg, D-N.J., 
and asking for work. He got hired 
as an unpaid summer intern. 

Looking for work on the Hill at 
this point is a full-time job itself. 
Williams has contacted people she 
worked with on the campaign and 
on the Hill about openings. She 
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gets job listings from the Young 
Democrats, keeps up with Web 
sites that list Hill jobs, and has 
signed on with PoliTemps. 

She checks the online listings 
at the Senate placement office 
(senate.gov/employment) and picks 
up the House listings (hard copy 
only, available at 227 Longworth). 
She also has contacted alumni 
from her alma mater, American 
University, but “there are thou- 
sands of people contacting them,” 
she said. 

For job seekers, there are a 
couple places to drop off resumes. 
The Senate placement office (room 
SH-116), the House resume drop- 
off location for new members (240 
Longworth), and the House resume 
referral service, which is open year- 
round (227 Longworth), have been 
accepting resumes on behalf of the 


new members and other members 
who are looking to fill positions. 

The Senate placement office has 
an application form on its Web site 
and conducts an initial information- 
al interview with job candidates. 
After that, it’s up to senators’ offices 
to screen and hire. The placement 
office accepts and solicits candi- 
dates for the lowest through the 
most senior positions. 

Some offices, particularly new 
ones, will wait a few months to fully 
staff up. So this might be the time 
to just ask for an unpaid internship, 
said Jim Manley, spokesman for the 
incoming Senate majority leader, 
Harry Reid, D-Nev. 

In a few months, a few more 
paid jobs may open up, and some- 
one with current experience will 
have an advantage. 

Manley recommends stoppingby 


a number of offices to try to talk to 
the office manager. “The only way 
you’re going to get a job is getting in 
to meet with people,” he said. 


In addition, he said, freshman 
offices typically have high turn- 
over, as staff and managers figure 
out what’s working and what isn’t. 


So, jobs that are filled now may be 
available in a few months. 

The question is whether these 
lower-level staffers and staff mem- 
ber-wannabes can hold out. “These 
are not, in all cases, glamorous jobs,” 
Shapiro said. But assertiveness is 
a must. 

“It’s a workplace that rewards 
people who are assertive and 
people who are comfortable 
walking the line between being 
in your face and being assertive,” 
he said. “People who tend to say, 
‘Well, I called them last week and 
don’t really want to bother them’ 
are going to have a lot harder 
time finding a job than the per- 
son who says, ‘I will drop by the 
office and there’s a chance they’ll 
feel guilty about not returning my 
call and see me for five minutes.’”

I just got a letter of reprimand at 
work for how I dress — and I real- 
ly disagree with it! There are spe- 
cific points in the letter I take issue 
with (such as the categorization of 
some things I’ve worn and that I’m 
not allowed to wear V-neck tops — 
ever). What can I do? I can’t afford 
to go buy a whole new wardrobe to 
satisfy my boss’ Puritan streak! 

Get over yourself and pay atten- 
tion to what your boss is saying. If 
s/he isn’t happy with what you’re 
wearing, that likely means there’s a 
problem. Throw a T-shirt under that 
V-neck. Wear opaque tights with 
the short skirt. Put a jacket over 
your sleeveless tops. Go to Target 
if you can’t afford new things and 
get a couple conservative tops. This 
is serious business, believe it or not. 
It takes a lot (usually) for a boss to 
reprimand a worker for the way 


s/he dresses. You need to look at 
your wardrobe and figure out how 
to look more professional. You can 
still be you, but if you care about 
your job, take note of your boss’ 
request and work with it. (Bet you 
thought I was going to side with 
you, didn’t ya?) 

I’ve been submitting my resume to 
some targeted job ads and am get- 
ting a decent response. I’ve been on 
four to six interviews, but am not 
landing a position. I’m overweight 
(working on it, down 20 lbs. so far) 
and I’m wondering if that’s keeping 
me from an offer. Is there some- 
thing I should do or say to show my 
looks shouldn’t be an issue? 

Hard to say what’s going on 
there. There is such a thing as 
appearance discrimination, but I 
don’t think you have enough to go 
on to bring it up in an interview. 
Remember that it could just be 
that there is a lot of competition 
for the jobs. (Which there is right 
now — everyone seems to be look- 
ing for new work!) Make sure to 
send thank-you notes, follow up and 
be persistent after the interviews. 
And if you so desire, call back and 
ask for some feedback post-inter- 
view. Lots of companies won’t give 


it, but I know many other employ- 
ers that do. 

During my annual review, my boss 
informed me that I will receive a 
market-value raise because I am 
“clearly performing at a higher 
level than I’m being paid.” He says 
he doesn’t know yet how much the 
raise will be and that his boss will 
contact me shortly to discuss fur- 
ther. How are market-value rais- 
es determined and are they nego- 
tiable? If so, any tips on how I can 
negotiate a fair increase? 

There are lots of places to go to 
find out what others in your industry 
are making. Check out the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics for wage data 
(bls.gov). Make sure to look up what 
folks in your field are making in the 
D.C. region. And if your boss offers 
you less than desired, get to negoti- 
ating. But think about why you have 
“earned” more than what they offer 
first. If you do your research, you’ll 
have a lot to go on. 

I’ve been encouraged to apply for 
a job in another department with- 
in my organization. I am very inter- 
ested and typically I would have no 
issue applying. That being said, I 
am two months’ pregnant and 
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I ve received a 


my due date is during this depart- 
ment’s busiest time. I’m torn. If I do 
apply, I will certainly tell them that 
I am pregnant because I feel it’s the 
right thing to do. But am I better off 
not applying at all and waiting for 
another opportunity? 

If you wait, it may never come. 
If you’re that interested, go ahead 
and apply. Even though I’d usually 
suggest you not tell your workplace 
that you’re pregnant until you are 
safely out of the first trimester, you 
are right to go ahead and tell them 
that your birth will coincide with 
their busy time — they will appre- 
ciate your candid approach. It also 
means they may be able to figure 
something out so they can give you 
the job and make sure you’re cov- 
ered while you’re out. 

I’m about to receive my master’s 
degree and am beginning my job 
search. I live in Germantown and 
am looking for positions in D.C. 

Do you think employers might be 
deterred from hiring me because of 
my location? I attend school in D.C. 
and am capable of commuting into 
the city, but I’m worried they might 
be concerned about my ability to 
get to work with the crazy traf- 
fic on 1-270 or something. Please 
assuage my worries! 


If employers were concerned 
about people in Germantown 
working in D.C., there would BE 
no traffic on 1-270 ! I doubt it would 
ever register as a problem in inter- 


im interviewing for a job that is 
exactly comparable to my current 
position, but double in pay. How do 
I answer the “Why are you look- 
ing to leave?” question? Honestly, I 
wouldn’t leave except it’s SO much 
more money, but that’s not exact- 
ly the image I want to project. But 
“exploring new opportunities” 
doesn’t seem right, since it’s the 
same job, just a different company. 

Tell them you’re looking for some 
growth. (No need to mention you 
mean in your bank account.) But 
seriously, that can work, along with 
you saying you were looking for a 
new challenge. Then go into what 
you like to do and what your goals 
are. Any time people move to dif- 
ferent jobs, it’s a new, different situ- 
ation, right? So think about how it 
would be different, and think about 
what you would like to do in a new 
position that you haven’t before. 

I took a job about two months ago 
after nine months of unemploy- 
ment. I did some temping during 


this time. I’m not a serial job jump- 
er or job quitter. However, I think, 
in retrospect, this might not be the 
right job or situation for me. What 
can I do? Money and health insur- 
ance is an issue. 

Start looking now, and at the 
same time, consider how and if this 
job could be better. Looking might 
take a while, so by the time you start 
getting interviews, you might have 
been in this two-month job a bit lon- 
ger than you are now. It never hurts 
to look for new gigs, and in fact, we 
should always be open to moving. 
Get out, network, talk to friends and 
former colleagues and think about 
what you’d want to do next. But use 
this job as a lesson and make sure 
you don’t just jump into something 
you aren’t sure about because you 
think you’re ready to move on. 

How do you know whether you’re 
a high- maintenance employee but 
no one wants to tell you? 

You could always ask your boss. 
But in a good way: “Does it seem like 
I need more hand-holding than oth- 
ers?” This could start a good conver- 
sation about how to be more inde- 
pendent at work, without being too 
independent. It’s always good to ask 
questions and brainstorm with your 
boss and co-workers.
